The bill was 
supported in brief speeches by Messrs. Hen* 
derson (la.) and Wolford (Ky.) 
Mr. Symes (Col) delivered a speech on the 
silver question. He reviewed the charge of 
a conspiracy existing against the silver dol* 
lar. ridiculed the assertion of tbe Secre- 
tary of the Treasury that the silver dol- 
lar could not be forced Into circula- 
tion, declared that -the 
coinage 
and 
legal-tender laws bad been willfully vio- 
lated by the executive officers of the Govern- 
ment. and warned the House that the de* 
monetlzation of sliver would create a flat- 
money party in this country compared with 
which the Greenback party from the close of 
the war to 187!) was small and insignificant. 
The minority report of the House Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs on the bill for tbe relief 
of Fitz John Porter was laid before the 
House It says: 
"The only tenable ground upon which tbe 
report can be sustained end the finding of the 
court-martial reversed Is that the court wick- 
edly, corruptly and maliciously conspired to 
sacrifice Porter to save Pope from tho odium 
of defeat, and It would be a bold man who af- 
firms that proposition." 
The minority argue that the Oil! is uncon- 
stitutional Inasmuch as It is a usurpation by 
Congress of the functions of tbe co-ordinate 
branches of the Government They say that If 
the bill does not nominate Porter to office it is 
an absolute nullity. If it does nominate him 
It IB an invasion of the Executive prerogative. 
It is advice or law. If advice It Is useless, and 
if !aw it is usurpation. If the court-martial 
ened there is nn appeal. The minority re- 
spected Porter for hie periistnnce. but still it 
could not but believe that bis disobedience- 
and inaction cast a shroud of woe over thou- 
sands aihome and brought disaster to the Na- 
tional cause.

Q U I N I N E FORESTS. 


How the Cinchona Bfirk 275 Frocnred tfi 


the State of Cond<'n:*marca. 


In describint; tin qnh'inc forests of 


the Andes, the Gi'imnn travolur, Fritz

twenty wood-choppers were hired for 
the same period, and. provided with 
the necessary provisions, we struck out 
for the mountains. The chief remained 
in town to direct the packing and ex- 
port of the cinchona bark. Tin- bark 
is sent to La Paz either in ,-m ill roll,-, 
stripped 
from the twigs or lirger 


branches, or inflat and thick -.lab-from 
the trunk and main roots of the trees 
It is graded into four qualities: first, 
the brown or gray, also called the 
Peruvi.in bark: iccoud, the yellow or 
Bolivia bark; third, the red bark, and 
fourth, the imitation, or "quininovs " 
The price of the bark is regulated ac- 
cording to the amount of alkaloid and 
other medicinal ingredients it contains. 
The most valuable is the cinchona-Sova 
and cinchona-calisaya, which contains 
most of the alkaloid. This latter is the 
only tree of the cinchona family which 
grows in the vicinity of La Paz, and is 
found at a height of from thirty-three 
hundred to eleven thousand six hundred 
feet above the level of the sea, As the 
product differs in strength, chemists are 
employed to determMe and classify its 
value accordingly. 


The hills and mountains are covered 


with dense forests of these ever green 
trees, but .their destruction is so rapid 
that the government of Condenaraarca 
had recently to pass a law prohibiting 
the young trees from being slaughtered 
together with the rest. As soon as a 
certain amount of bark has been se- 
cured it is dried on the spot, and its 
quantity of quinine examined, and if 
the result is satisfactory the felling of 
trees is proceeded with. While half 
the men are thus occupied the other 
half peel off the bark, and every even- 
iiig the produce of the day is loaded 
upon mules and sent to La Paz, where 
it is pulverized, sewed into hides or 
bags, and immediately transported to 
the cities on the coast. 


The sojourn in these forests, with a 


damp atmosphere and the absence ol 
fresh water, is exceedingly unhealthy. 
When it is considered that thousands 
of hands are continually busy in felling 
these trees, an idea can be formed 01 
the enormous consumption of quinine. 
However, ft 
will 
not 
be 
many 


years before the cinchona forests of 
the Andes will be among the things 
of the past. The 
Dutch 
have of 


late 
years 
cultivated the quinine 


tree in the East Indies 
and es- 


pecially in Java, with surprising re- 
sults; here the trees are not destroyed, 
but only partially deprived of their 
bark, so that in the course of years the 
bark is renewed and ready for another 
crop.- Chicago Times.
